om, Oaptain Knetchbull, and F. Phillips, Esq., an attractive programme for 
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James SnowpEN.—In continuation of our series of portraits of emi- 
nent jockeys, we this week present our readers with a faithful likeness 
of James SNowpen, the successful pilot of Blair Athol for the Derby 
at Epsom, and the great St. Leger at Doncaster. A triple crown now 
adorns the brow of Snowden, he having also won the Oaks on Butter- 
fly in 1860. In 1862 he rode the winners of thirteen races, and in 1862 
he was still more fortunate, having scored thirty-three wins, which, 
considering the number of his mounts, was a great achievement, 
Snowden ranks among the first artistes of tho day, and we know those 
who invest more largely and confidently when ‘he is + up” than were 
almost any other jockey to ride. It is not merely in his professional 
capacity that he is esteemed, as he is & ually a favourite in the social 
circle. His lowest, riding weight is 7st Lotb, and Mr. F. Watt has the 
first call on his services, and Lord Zetland the second. Belle Isle, Rich- 
mond, Yorkshire, is his location, 

Mr. Samuet Puetrs, whose portrait we give this week, was born 
at Devonport, in 1806, After receiving that modicum of tuition known 
as “a plain education,” he was apprenticed to a printer in Plymouth, 
and it was as acomposiior he first came to London, in 1821. His 
débiit was made in 1828 on the York circuit, ho playing, however, for 
some time, as is usual with neophytes in the art, small parts only. In 
this way he travelled through seyeral towns in England and Scotland, 
and then settled down for some time in Exeter. It was while staying 
here that tha opportunity of assuming a higher range of character 
presented itself, and thus his fame reached London ; the offer of several 
engagements from London managers to play leading business being 
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| 
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| 
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produced, as Bulwer’s “Richelieu,” “Feudal Times,” and “John 
Saville of Haysted,” by the late Rev. H. White, and Mr. Tom 
Taylor's “ Fool’s Revenge.” The invariable plan adopted by 
this management was the selection for each season of s0 many 
of Shakespeare’s most popular plays, and of other popular Jegitimate 
plays, as would afford a pleasing change to its patrons; each 
season being further marked by the production, by way of novelty, of 
a new piece ora revival; bnt whatever the success of the novelty, it 
was never permitted to run so long as to prevent the ordinary round 
of important stock pieces being played. In nearly all the pieces pro- 
duced during this long period of management Mr. Phelps sustained a 
leading character, and the power and finish—the characteristics of his 
genius—lavished upon each and all of them was such as-sufficed to 
realise, with but few exceptions, to the utmost the poet's conceptions, 
In comedy he is as effective as in tragedy; indeed, some are of opinion 
that of late years his comedy is most effective. Inthe characters of Sir 
Pertinax MacSycophart, in Macklin’s “Man of the World,” and Sir 
Peter Teazle, he certainly is unapproachable. Not the least useful 
result of Mr, Phelp’s long and intelligent management of Sadler’s Wells

morn on Saturday last, in expectation of the great match between 
Thomas A pleby and George Young, in skiffs, for £25 a side and the 
cham fonabt .. Several weeks have elapsed since the men were finally 
matched, and the interest manifested from first to last has more reminded 
us of a pending struggle for premier honours than for the satisfaction 
of mere victory, and the simple title of chief of a comparatively un- 
thought of river. Antecedent to the present race, very fow matches of 
consequence have been pulled. The course is not suitable, the river is 
too narrow, and there are various obstructions and obstacles not to be 
sneered at by those wishful of completing a three mile journey without 
difficulty, and in safety. Appleby and Young aro old rivals; they have 
sharéd fortnne and reverse in former struggles, but it is. typical 
of Sunderland perseverance that defeat is not interpreted 
as conquered, in proof of which the present match is a good augury. 
On the 8th of August, 1863, they met on the Tyne, in Clasper’s sculler 
boats, for 40 sovs, distance, from the Shot Tower to Scotswood Sus- 
pension-bridge, three miles, The weather on the occasion was bois- 
terous, and the water lumpy and unsettled. Young, for protection, 
chose the extreme south of the river, and he was never in the race, 
Appleby winning by 110 yds easily. This defeat did not satisfy the 
loser’s partisans, and a second match resulted, which came off over the 
same course for a similiar stake, a week after, or on tho 15th, the only 
difference in the arrangement being that Young was allowed his choice 
of boats. Appleby started tho favourite at 2 to 1, but a good race ended 
in his being defeated by 18 yds; 
the rivals stood equal. ‘The principals, after these exhibitions of 
ability, as far as we understand, have remained shelved, the customary 
challenging, however, resulted in tho skiff match, and we must 
express our regret. at. the unexpected and unfortunate termina- 
tion. On Saturday Appleby maintained his position as. favouri 
no, one, however, seemed inclined to speculate in favour o 
Young, 5 to 4 was the current quotation. In the absence of Mr. 
William Oldham, Mr. Jewitt, of Dunston, . Gateshead, officiated as 
referee. Young pulled in the Admiral, Gillender of the latter place 
owner, Applely shewing in the Sir William Armstrong, the property 
of the celebrated sculler, Robert Cooper. The course was from the 
Graving Dock to Hylton Ferry, perhaps three. miles, Young won the 
toss, and chose the north side, Applely appearing well in the centre of 
the river. A skiff match isan unusual sight to be seen on the Wear, 
a fact easily accounting for the large number of spectators who thronged 
both sides of the river, a good number of sportsmen also arrived from 
Newcastle and other towns in the neighbourhood. The appearance of 
the men as they sat their frail barques was pretty in the extreme, care 


had evidently been displayed to bring them to the meredian of physical 


perfection, and a cursory glance was all that was necessary to set the 
mind at ease as to determination and the kill or die expression of the 
opponents. Some trifling delay occurred at the start, only for the 
second, however, as, and as if actuated by one impulse, their sculls 
dipped, and the race, which was fated to terminate so quickly and 
lamentably, began under favourable auspices, Young had the 
best side, and aware of the advantage he began to work with a will 
prophetical of something better than he received a. short distance fur- 
ther on the journey. Appleby was also remarkably handy with the 
sculls, and he worked so advantageously that, after pulling a few strokes 
on equal terms, he gradually showed in front, and afterwards gradually 
and surely left Young in the rear. At this point, Perhaps not more 
than 300 yds had been covered; the latter forfeitéd his chance of win- 
ning. nconscious of the obstacles of the past, and mindful only of 
the necessity of collaring Appleby, he pulled right and straight ahead ; 
the spectators shouted unavailingly, and in another second oung, in 
much the style as the champion, Chambers, ran with full force into a 
buoy, and in a jiffey he, poor fellow, was disenjoying a comfortless 
bath, much against his will it may be imagined, the truth was he had 
upset, and the race was allover. The mishap benefited Appleby, who 
took the remaining two" and three-quarter miles easily, and received 
the stakes, Another match must accrue; let the next match be pulled 
on the Tyne, the latter, with all its faults, is much the better 
place.
